occupy. The Chinese Governor is tobe deprived of his power of dealing 
with them, they aro’ to be taxed for mua'cipal purposes, and hie inter: 
ference isto be limited to judzing and punishing them in cases which the 
foreign head of the nation, to which the owner of the property occupied 
belongs, permits to be brought before his tribunal. 

The consummation of this system is to be the erection of Shanghai 
into a free port, with a mized Consular and Municipal Government under 
the joint Protectorate of the Treaty Powers. 

«It is my duty to remind’ you that the Chinese Government has never 
formally abandoned ts over its. own subjects nor has Her Majesty's 
Government ever claimed or expressed any desire to exercise a 
raie over them. The only cise in whieh, consistently with the principles 
laid down for the guidance of Her Majesty's authorities in this country, the 
Consul has a right to interfere, is, where the Chinese is in the ‘of 
a British firm, and where there is reason for believing that the arrest of the 
Chinese servant is an outrage through hin: on his employer. But it is 

the interests of the British subject, and not the Chinaman, which are pro- 
tected. 

« T do not understand what interest Her Majesty's Government has in 
lending itself to a system which is unjustifiable i principle, which would 
be attended with endicss embarrassment and: responcibitity, and which the 
Chinese Government would never submit to willingly. Great Britain has 
no interest except in providing a secure place for British trading establish. 
ments; and whatever inconveniences may arise from thec nversion of the 
settlement into a Chinese town, I'do not think that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment will be induced to-seek a remedy for them, by extending ite jusie- 
dietion over = large section of the- Chinese population. Because we pro- 
teet Shanghai from falling a prey to a horde of brigands, it does not follow 
that we are prepared to interfere with the natural relation of the Chinese 
to their own Government. 

*& T must impress upon you most strongly the importasce of not lending 
yourself to any proposal which will lead, however indirectly, to such 
serious alterations in our position in China, as are evidently contemplated 
by some of the residents at Shanghai, 

«Lam consinced that her Majesty's Government would wisk to see the 
limits of the so-called concession. reduced, a0 as to exclude the Chinese, 
rather than extended, 90 as to embrace a greater number of them. Our 
interests in China are trade and pacific relations with the authorities, and 
I know no more fertile source of misunderstanding than the collection of 
Chinese within our limits. This is not a question which affects Shanghai 
alone; it affects our relations with the whole Chinese empire ; and, con- 
sidering the effect of our example, it is of the utmost importance that we 
should take no step which cannot be defended upon sound international 
Principle. 

“T request you to re-consider the Land Regulations with reference to 
the principles laid down in this despatch,—I am, &c., 

“F, W. A. Bruce.” 

On the 22nd January Sir F. Brace wrote another despatch on 
the subject. We give the following extract :— 

“ I wish you to understand that by Treaty we have no right to interfere 
between the Chinese people and their authorities ; that the words ¢ Sanctity 
of the British Concession’ have no meaning ; and that we have no power 
to compel the Chinese, who live within the so-termed concession, to pay 
any tax for local purposes except through and with the consent of their 
own authorities. 1 am inclined to think that the whole system at Shanghai 
is a mistake ; that the police arrangements of the Chinese within the lines 
would be more efficiently and more economically done through them- 
selses than it is done by Europeans, and that our management is both ex- 
travagant and oppressive.” 

At a special imecting convened by Mr. Consul Medhurst on 
the 31st March, to lay before the community the present posi- 
tion of the question of the “ Better Government of Shanghai,” 
there was a fu'l attendance of all concerned. After an able 
exposition by Mr. Medhurst, who ocenpied the chair, of the 
chief points to be considered, the meeting, without discussion, 
adopted his suggestion, that the Land Regulations be amended 
in accordance with the principles laid down in Sir Frederick 
Bruce's despatches ; and that a select committeo ba at once 




































appointed. This was done; and tho following gentlemen 
elected :—Messrs. Dent, Cunningham, Moncrieff, Hogg, Hanbury, 
and Cock.

At no period 
in the annals of this settlement have there been moro important 
documents regarding the social and political welfare of the 
community laid before them. The minister of the greatest 
treaty Power with China herein deelares that his follow-country- 
men, wio have assisted so materially in building up this 
wealthy embryo. city, have notitle to the lands they hold—that 
| British subjects are merely “squatters” in Shanghai. Without 
discussing the grave questions involved in Sir Frederick Bruce's 
despatch on this head to Mr. Consul Medhurst, we must confess 
that we have not read a more able diplomatic document con- 
cerning the status of foreigners in China. Viewing it in that 
light, the opinions therein expressed are deserving of our most 
serious consideration, and we trust. that the land-renters will 
assemble in their full streugth at. the British Consulate on 
Tuesday to deliberate upon the question. Granting that Sir 
Frederick is correct in his views, the point is, how we shall 
maintain ourselves against anarchy, uader the circumstances: 
which we must now consider as determined. Shall we 
infuse a Chinesc element imto our councils and 
administrations? We can undoubtedly accomplish this, and 
obtain the powers we need by surrendering to the Chiuese 
authorities entire jurisdiction over Chinese subjects, except 
where they are im the direct service of foreigners. The 
powers imperatively required by our Municipal Council, are 
those which will allow the enforcement of taxation for mu- 
nicipal purposes, the support of a foreign police, and the right 
to enforce sanitary measures. Beyond that, the direct action of 
the Chinese and treaty authorities over their respective subjects 
and citizens, is sufficient for all practical purposes. If the con- 
dition of things in this settlement is clearly represented to Sir 
Frederick Bruce, so that he will realise the manner in which the 
foreign is mixed with the native population, making it impossible 
to maintain order and preserve life and property without a 
strong foreign police; that this mixture has been brought 
about by the operation of uatural causes, which the renters 
could by no means have prevented ; and that, unless some aid 
is given to organise a mixed Government in which foreign in- 
fluence and vigour should prevail, most assuredly anarchy and 
ruin will follow; there can hardly be a doubt but that Sir 
Frederick will lend bis influence with the Chinese Government, 
to carry out a project which, in principle, would be in strict 





The expedition of disciplined Chinese sent from Shanghai 
for the relief of Fooshan had effected nothing decisive. The 
soldiers expended all their ammunitiou, and then were brought 
to » stand-still by the want of bridges. Major Gordon had 
gone to their assistance with a strong reinforcement of men 
and additional supplies of ammunition. 

The “Ward Force” at Soonkiang is said to be in a highly 
uneatisfactory state. The rule of Chinese eommanders ia 
eagerly deprecated by the undisciplined troops, and that of 
foreigners as earnestly appreciated aud approved of. The con- 
sequence is, that little outbreaks, which might easily become 
serious, are of frequent occurrence, being provoked by the in- 
equality of discipline exercised by the foreign and the native 
officer, The last outbreak was caused by two meu having 
been decapitated for looting a shop, they having already been 
punished for the offence by one of the foreign officers. The 
timid Chinese officials seemed to admit the dangerous nature 
of their ccurse of action, for they caused the men to be de~ 
capitated at miduight. 

Consul Medhurst has retired from office at Shanghai on » 
year’s leave of absence, and been succecded by Consul Harvey 
from Ningpo. Mr. Medhurst (says the China Mail) quits Shan 
ghui greatly respected, both by those who enjoyed his admini+ 
stration of affairs, and by men of every nation, 

Mr. Medhurst, who isa Brother Mason, has written a very 
long letter to Mr. Underwood with regard to the name to be 
adopted for the Masonic Hall at Shanghai, In the course of 
his letter he says -— : 

«Every public building and private establishment in the place 
has a designation of some kind, which is found not only useful 
but indispensable to meet the nececsities of business and 
general intercourse. Most of these names are what the Chinese 
call ‘Incky,’ having been given by compradores or servants 
interested in the respectability and ‘good-look-sce’ of their 
employers. A few however have not beon so happily selected, 
the sound of the foreign name having simply bcon represented 





by native characters, aud the Chinese asked to do this, having, 
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iby a fatnity peculiar to the race, chosen words of not-the moat 
‘appropriate or agrovable meanings. Tastances exist where the 
Precaution af giving a name to a house has not been taken, 
and in such, the Chinese, who have had occasion to refer to the 
place, have dubbed it with samo designation of their own, pro- 
bably dorived from some uotable or ridiculous peculiarity, either 
-of the establishment or its owners, 
“Ty the case of the Lodge, the natives at present know it, I 
believe, by the name that the library has, but I have not the 
slightest doubt thaf ero long the mysterious character of the 
ceremonials conducted within it will reach their inquisitive 
eyea and cars, and their diseased imaginations will infallibly 
hit upon a solution of the mystery by no means complimen- 
tary to tho fraternity, and the Lodge will be named accord- 
ingly. You will at once sce how detrimental this result may 
prove to the name of Masonry in this port, and even beyond 
it, more especially if you call to mind the fact that to a 
Chinese everything that is vile and horrible is associated with 
the very idea of a secrot society. If I have carried you with 
me thus far, the next question is what the Lodge had better 
be called, On this head I crave your patient perusal of the 
following remarks, Mencius, who, as you know, was a 
Chinese sage of ancient days, happened curiously enough in 
the course of his teachings to touch on the subject of the com- 
pass and square, and to demonstrate therefrom to his disciples 
that, as those instruments were the origin of the circle and the 
square, so the good man was the perfect exhibition of the re~ 
lations of human society. His remark, which will be found in 
Dr. Legge’s excellent translation of the Chinese classics, Vol, 
TI,, page 168, was as follows:—The compass and square pro- 
duce perfect circles and squares, By the sages the human re- 
lations are perfectly exhibited.’ In consequence, I preaume, of 
this association of ideas the Chinese terms for compass and 
as jvare have in the course of ages come to express order, re- 
gularity, propriety, and at this moment the colloquial Chinese 
equivalent for the sentence ‘in 9 proper manner,’ or ‘in ac- 
cordance with propriety,’ is ‘Chao kwei keu,’ which, being in- 
terpretcd literally, means ‘on the compass aud square.’ This 
employment of the names of twa instruments, which are im- 
portant emblems of the craft, to express a moral characteristio, 
iscuriously coincident with some of the first principles of masonry, 
vand it has struck me that the ideutity may be happily 
taken advantage of in sclecting a suitable name for 
the Lodge. I propose therefore the Chinese name of ‘Kwei- 
keu-tang,’ meauing ‘Compass and Square Hall’ as the most 
fitting designation that can be adopted This title will at once 
associate the building, and the fraternity who congregate in it, 
in the minds of the uveducated natives, with all that is right 
and orderly; and to a Chinese who knows auything of his 
-country’s literature, the name will carry his memory back to 
the sacred words I have before referred to, as uttered by the 
sage, aud which, fortuitously perhaps, but none the less dig- 
tinetly, convey so masonic an idea to the mind. I beg leave 
to mention here a fact which strongly corroborates the truth of 
my impression that the mystery connected with a masonic 
lodge, unless veiled or explained by a suitable name, is calculated, 
with the ignorant and superstitious heathen, tolead toconclusions 
injurious to the fame of masonry. There is a lodge in Batavia 








whero I speut many years of my childhood, learuiug of course, | ha 


av I have done here, the language of the place. Long before I 
ever heard of masonry I received impressions inimical to it 
from repeatedly having had the lodge there pointed out to me 
as ‘Roomah Saitan,’ that is, ‘the dwelling of Beelzebub,’ by 
which it was then, and I dare say still is, known amongst’ the 
native population, 

“TI may also add that a simple translation of the word ‘ free- 
smason’ or ‘masonic lodge’ into Chinese would fail to convey 
any idea beyond that of a ‘free bricklayer’ or ‘ stonemason,’ 
or the ‘lodge of a bricklayer,’ &c. The Chinese language pos- 
sesses no equivalent for “mason, and hence they call  stone- 
mason a ‘stone worker, and a bricklayer a ‘mud and water 
worker.’ It would be impossible therefore to express the term 
* mason ’ alone.”

Newberry, stationed st Chinhai, immediately on gaining infor. 
mation aa to tha whereabouts of his Chinese boatmen, 
mustered all the Europeans that he possibly could, pro- 
ceeded to the prisons where they were incarcerated, 
and demanded that his men should be instantly literated. 
fey mandarin in charge becoming alarmed at the threaten- 
oe of 60 many foreign faces who surrounded 
hie, unlocked the door of the prison, and Mr. Newbe 
rushed forward where he found the objecta of his fea 4 
in irons, These be speedily released—but on their return 
to the entrance, he discovered that the door was locked 
upon him. Threats and the firing of his revolver inside the 
prison, brought the other Europeans to the rescue, who 
succeeded in knocking down the door and liberating the boat- 
men. It is supposed that several other prisoners effected their 
escape. One yousg man, a son of a Chinese merchant was 
shot and died shortly afterwards, The case was investigated 
by the proper authorities ; and we learn that Mr. Newberry 
has been dismissed the service. 


¥oo-oHow. 

A daring and successful attack by pirates upon the British 
schooner Japonica was reported as having occurred near Nam~ 
quan harbour ; it resulted in the death of the captain and five 
of his men; the chief mate and two others escaped by con- 
cealing themaslves below. The pirates having plundered and 
abandoned the vessel, the mate and others got ashore and re- 
ported the matter to H.M. Consul! at Foo-chow, and the gun» 
boat Staunch proceeded to the vessel’s assistance, 

We observe that Messrs, Margesson and Co. have established 
a branch of their firm at Foo-chow. 


BONG KONG. 

With regard to the line of policy pursued by Sir F. Bruce, 
the China Mail writes :—“ Sir Frederick Bruce's administration 
of British affairs contiaucs to be marked by great abiiity and 
foresight, and is such as to command the respect of all who 
the interests of sound foreign relations at heart. The 
criticisms om Sir Frederick's policy are certainly to the effeot 
that he gives very great consideration to the interesta and 
claims of the Chinese, and that he turns a comparatively deaf 
ear to various demands made by his own countrymen ; but it 
is beginning to appear that, with some minor exceptions, the 
desires of foreigners that have lately been submitted to his con- 
sideration are such as it would be unwise to grant, in the 
Prospective interests of foreigners themselves. There was 
perhaps never a time in the history of our relations with the 
Chinese Empire so fertile with temptations to the taking of 
false and dangerous. steps in geueral diplomacy, and the beet 
thinkers in this part of the East are decidedly under the im- 
pression that Sir F. Bruce is not only fully alive to this fact, 
but quite equal to the diplomatic position in which he is placed, 
and possessing an intelligent appreciation of preseut difficulties, 
as well as of those likely to arise from an imperfect understand- 
ing of existing relations.”

Princess Charlotte, was called to the chair ; after which 
Dr. Schetelig, the provisional secretary, read a report, from 
which it appeared that the building is completed, and that the 
state of the finances is satisfactory. It was agreed that a 
subscription of $50 or upwards should constitute the subscriber 
an honorary member, and one of $10, or under $50, an ordinary 
member. A further trifling sum would be levied to meet cur- 
rent expenses. The Gymnasium is built in the main of hard 
‘wood, the side and the starting poles only being China fir, the 
roof consisting of a superior mat work. Length, 100 feet ; 
depth, 60 feet ; height in the centre part, 30 feet; height in 
the side parts, 15 feet 20 inches. The following description of 
the apparatus may interest our readers : 

«1. For exercises of progression : all facilities are given for leaping, 
qanlkings and running, in the leaping ropes, the vaulting horse, and the 

leaping pole. 

«ra. For elementary exercises : two pairs fixed parallel bars, one pair 
moveable do., two trapeziums, two pairs of rings, one row of four rings, 
one elastic ladder, one bridge ladder, two horizontal bars, 

“3, For free climbing: one vertical rope, one pair of vertical poles, 
one pair of suspended poles, two slanting ropes, one rosary. 

“4, For free and introductory exercise : dumb bells and shells ; a suf. 
ficient number of foils, singlesticks, masks, boxing-gloves, have been 
ordered from England.” 

Outside the building a fixed post has [been erected, with a 
movable head, to throw the dart at. 

By the Siamese steamer, Viscount Canning, from Bangkok, 
the captain of the American ship Hotspur, and the following 
passengers who had put to sea in his bont, viz. :—Mrs. Eastlack 
and boy, Mrs. Abbe’s two children, Mr, Eaton, and two Chinese 
servants, arrived in Hong Kong on the 8th April. Tho boat 
had been nine days at sea when it was picked up by a junk, 
which reached Bangkok thirteen days afterwards. Poor Mrs. 
Abbe died on the voyage up, but the others are doing well aftor 
their great hardships. The crew shipped off in different vessels 
from Bangkok. It is gratifying to report the safe arrival of the 
last of the three boats, which contained, together, all the souls 
who left Hong Kong in the ill-fated Hotspur. 


The Portuguese gentlemen amateurs gave a performance on 
the 6th ult. on behalf of the Lancashire operatives ; a handsome 
sum was realised. Some surprise was expressed at the absence 
of the Acting Governor. 

The ship Boanerges left Hong Kong for-San Francisco on the 
1st April;..three days afterwards she returned damaged to 
harbour, reporting having come into collision with the ship 
AnglolIndian, bound from [Foo-chow to Sydae7. The Backus 
Minstrels, who had taken @ passage to their native shores in 
the Boanerges were thus thrown back upon their friends in 
Hong Kong ; the gentlemen amateurs at once gave them the 
use of the theatre for another concert. 

The Hong Kong Volunteers’ Rifle Match came off very suc- 
cessfully. For the first prize the ranges were 100, 150, 200, 
and 300 yards, Mr. H. J. Holmes, the prizeman, gained thirty- 
six points, Two Whitworth rifles, one presented by Mr. J. J. 
Mackenzie, and the other by Mr. C. F. Still, and a silver cup 
presented by Captain Kane, were also competed for on the 
7th April, the second and concluding day of the match. His 
Excellency the Governor and Mrs. Mercer, Mrs. Murray, Mrs. 
Hunter, and Mrs. Morice, sat down (at about 2 p.m.) to a sub- 
stantial tiffin with the Volunteers, in the Grand Stand. After 
tiffin, Mrs, Mercer presented Mr. Holmes with the medal. Her 
remarks were nearly as follows :—“ Mr. Holmes,—I have been 
requested to hand you this medal, and have much pleasure in 
doing so. You have to be proud of it as a token not only of 
your skill, but of the attention and diligence you have shown 
in the study of your duties. It has besides a peculiar value, 
in being the first medal contended for by a Colonial Volunteer 
Corps, as has keen noticed by the National Rifle Association, 
whose gift it is,” i 














Captain Kane, in an appropriate speech, presented Lieutenant 
Tanner, 99th Regt., in the name of the corps, with a gold 
watch and chain, as a small acknowledgment of the apprecia- 
tion of the services rendered by him to the corps as musketry 
instructor for the last twelve months. At the same time, 
Captain Kane’presented Corporal Goodall, R.A, with a silver 
watch and gold chain, in the name of the corps, for the careful 
manner in which he performed his duties, and for his untiring 
efforts to get the corps into an officient state of drill. Lieut. 
Tanner returned thanks, and gave expression to the pleasure 
he had in imparting instruction to the corps, the members of 
which, he said, paid diligent attention to their duties, and 
exerted themselves to acquire a thorough knowledge of the use 
of the rifle, 


THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA, 

A Government decree has lately beon published, according to 
foreigners all the privileges enjoyed by natural-born subjects of 
the Spanish crowo, The Diario has lately come out with 
several articles acknowledging the great benefit accruing from 
foreign commerce and enterprise, and recommending the 
nourishment of foreign trade. 

On the 31st April the Spanish ship Margarita arrived 
from Spain with His Excellency the Regal Commissioner 
of Administration, D. Patricion de la Escosura, and his © 
numerous suite, on board. His Excellency’s ostensible 
mission is to work a thorough reform in the Administra- 
tive departments of the colony. His Excellency is said to 
have narrowly escaped shipwreck owing to a violent storm 
on the 30th. The British barque Afacao, from Bangkok 
to Shanghai, with sugar and rice, has been driven into Manila 
by the same gale, after having thrown overboard a great part 
of her cargo ; her damages are considered to be so serious that. 
it is feared she will have to be sold. 


COCHIN-CHINA, 

P. and O. steamer Granada left Saigon for Turon Bay, Cochin- 
China on the Ist April, and on arrival, Admiral Bonard and 
suite joined her from the Semiramis, intending to procced to 
Hue, the capital of Cochin-China, for the’purpose of effecting « 
treaty of peace. 


JAVA. 

The authorities at Toboali advertise having fished up at sca 
or along the coast, 621 chests of tea, having the mark Colonsay 
D, and C,, together with some other articles, and a long boat 
with masts and sails belonging to tho lost Dutch barque Calypso. 

Two of the crew of the American ship Mfary Ann, Captain _ 
Wilson, had arrived at Rhio and reported the loss of the said 
ship in the straits of Dorian, 

Skirmishes continue to take place in the districts around 
Banjermassing. 

Another expedition against Nias is being set on foot. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

A very shocking instance of the effect of over-crowding: 
junks employed in the transport of cgolies from China to 
Singapore occurred last month. It appears that 300 cvolies 
were received on board tho junk, Kong Fatt at Macao, and 
that only half that number were landed alive. Such a frightful 
case assuredly demands the strictest investigation. “ It is,” 
says the Straite Times, “in all probability only.an example of. _ 
many others that never come to our knowledge.” 

Part of the fleet that went down to the Coast of Borneo had 
returned ; no pirates have becn d:scovered—at least, none have 
been captured. + 

With regard to the transfer question, the Straits Times 
writes :—“ No political events have taken place sinco our last 
summary. There seems to be 8 disinclination to agitato upon 
any local subject until the opinion of the present Parliament is 
ascertained, as to our traasfer. From private letters lately re- 
ceived from old residents at home, who still take an interest in 
the affairs of the Straits, we have every reason to believe that 
we will not now long remain “a dependency of a de- 
pendency.”—It is certainly time that such a change took 
place ; scarcely a week passes over, in which the necessity or 
expedience of legislation on the spot is not brought to our 
notice, It is true that the Government of India have of 
late taken” more interest in the Straits, and have passed one 
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‘or two Hills having relation to us; but they have been passed 
about a year after they were suggested from this, and are 
really of not much importance. From the delay that has 
occurred in the passing of those, it will be seen that we would 
be more rapidly legislated for by the a Government 
itnelf.” ? 

The Singapore Free Press writes :— 

* This season the naval authorities seem to have taken decided measures 
to intercept the Lanun pirates should they venture to proceed up or dowa 
‘the China Sea after the disastrous reception they received last year from 
the Sarawak steamer Rainbow. A force consisting of H.M.’s steam- 
corvettes Scout and Barossa, and the steam gunboats Crown, Janus, 
Bustard, Haray, and Leven, with the occasic amistance of the Straits 
steam gunhoat Tonze, is watching at the southern end of the China Sea, 
at present near the Tambelans, and we should think that if the pirates 

wr at all, some of them are’ certain of being int ‘The watch 
I be rather a tedious one, as the pirates in past years have been known to 
pass through the China seas at intervals from May to August, so that to 
prerent the possibility of their escape the steamers will require to maiatain 
their cruise for several months, ‘The course usually pursued by the Lanun 
pirates is believed to be the following: In the month of April they set 
‘out from the Sulo Archipelago and their haunts on the north and 
‘east coast of Borneo and proceed down the Straits of Macamar. After 
cruising along the south and south-west coasts of Borneo they cross over 
to the islands near Billiton, and from thence proceed to Karimata and the 
west coast of Borneo. In June or July they reach the southern entrance 
‘of the China Sea, and after visiting the Tambelans, Anambas, and Natunas 
groups of islands, they skirt the coast of Bornco until they reach their 
various head-quarters in Eepleae or October at latest. Sometimes, ia- 
stead of proceeding direct the Straits of Macassar, pirate squadrons 
diverge along the north coast of Celebes, then skirt the east coast of that 
island, and run along the north coasts of Floris, Sambawa, Lombok, and 
Bali, until they reach the Java Sea. In all these islands they formerly 
had numerous places of call and refit, and they probably still have some 
shelters of the kind, although of late years the Dutch navy has destroyed 
many of these piratical haunts.” 

The steamer Singapore, built for Messrs, Cores de Vries, the 
Dutch mail contractors, was launched on the 21st ult. She 

. is a paddle steamer of the following dimensions :—Length, 186 
feot ; breadth, 24 feet ; depth, 16 feet. Her gross tonnage is 
about 600 tons. This is the largest vessel that has ever been 
built at Singapore, or, indeed, the Straits Settlements, with the 
exception of one, which was built at Penang, then called the 
Prince of Wales Island, of the size of 800 tons, in the year 1801. 

The American steamer Sye Chuen, Captain Kennedy, from 
New York the 25th of January last, arrived at Singapore on 
the 15th of April, and sailed for Hong Kong and Shanghai on 
the 22nd. The P. and O. Company's steamer, Nubia, Captain 
Gaby, arrived on the same day from Galle, with French troops 
for Saigon, from the Japon, which had broken down, 


CEYLON. 

The weather during the fortnight had been very trying 
in Colombo ; the heat towards the close of it reached an al- 
most unprecedented climax, Several of the “oldest inhabi- 
tants,” of twenty and twenty-two years’ standing, declare the 
range of the thermometer to be beyond anything in their 
experience, 

The main topic of discussion is that of military expenditure. 
The general feeling in the colony appears to be that a far 
larger body of troops is to be sustained on the island than is 
requisite for public security. The Colombo Observer writes :— 
“This subject of our expenditure for military purposes has so 
long been a sore one with our legislators and the community— 
has) so frequently been argued and contested pro and con.— 
that we, in Ceylon, are prepared to meet any attempt of the 
Imperial Government to impose further burdens, by measures 
that may result in our present contribution being reduced to a 
Proper proportion. ‘The great point for which our Legislative 
Council has fought for, since the new scale of Colonial 
allowances was framed, is the right to control the ex- 
Penditure in that direction according to our necessities ; and 
again and egain has our Colonial Secretary and his supporters 
tried to bring this matter to a orisis—failing representations 
made to the home authorities—by disallowing the allowances 
entirely from our Supply Bill, Elsewhere, ‘we have pointed 
out at length the absurdity of fsupposing that the large body of 
troops and expensive Staff maintained here are required for 
internal security, a figment we are surprised to see put for- 
ward by mon like Messrs. Fortescue and Lyall who have given 
attention to the subject. We have no hesitation in mying 
that the force in Ceylon might be reduced one-half at onco— 
and that without the slightest danger of any demand being 
made upon the moiety for “ internal security.” 

The Ceylon Times, writing on the same subject, soys:—‘So 
‘far as ‘the. internal traaquiliityof the Island is concerned, we 
can see no: pretext for maintaining the present military. foree, 
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For repelling foreign aggression we are quite unprepared ; we 
have nota fort that could stand an hour’s shelling from an 
enemy’s gunboat, and it is difficult therefore to see why we 
should help to maintain a force that would be confessedly use- 
less in time of war. Rather than yield to this pressure, we 
would ask to be allowed to maintain our own military 
on our own footing, and for our own acknowledged wants, As 
matters now stand, our payments on military accounts amount to 
about £160,000 a-year. We are to be asked to pay still more, 
but we should be greatly mistaken if we were not able to main- 
tain a sufficient force for all local purposes, for a sum not much 
exceeding £100,000 per annum. It is not likely that the 
colony will submit to avy further exactions of this kind, espe- 
cially when we can employ our money for far better purposes, 
For years to come the railway and other needful public works 
will absorb all that can be spared of our revenue, without whick 
outlay we cannot hoye to compete with other coffee producing 
countries, 

A very interesting commercial case has been tried in the 
Galle Court, the decision in which has led to much difference 
of opinion. A native merchant of the above place sent 
in a' promissory noto to the Oriental Bank for foolles- 
tion ,simply, and not for discount, {and to jenable ithe 
Bank to receive the amount on his behalf, he, ‘as is the 
custom in such cases, endorsed the note in favour, of the 
bank. Meantime some dispute on accounts having 
taken place, the endorser of the bill gave notice to the maker, 
his debtor, not to pay the amount of the said note to his 
agents the bank, but to himself in whose favour the bill was 
first made. The debtor paid him accordingly, and the bank 
then instituted the suit in question, on the plea that they 
were entitled to payment as endorsees of the bill. The Court 
however decided against the bank, and it is stated that the 
case being one of the some importance in a commercial point 
of view, will be sent up in appeal to the Supreme Court. 

A large labour force is already engaged on the railway lire, 
at different stations along tho route; principally Tamils, but 
still with a good sprinkling of Singhalese here and there, par- 
ticularly where the line passes near their villages; and it is 
expected that no small amount of the earth-work will be 
performed through the instrumentality of the latter. The 
paddy fields and marshes on the first few miles from Colombo, 
prove one of the greatest obstacles to progress. Of many 
thousand cubic yards of earth thrown into these by the late 
Company's officers, little or no trace remain at the present day, 
and experimental trials made by the contractor in the same 
manner, have resulted it is stated in little better success, The 
contractor, however, will not be daunted by this difficulty 
which he expects to overcome by iron screw piles so largely 
used for such purposes. These, some feet in diameter, and 
made in convenient lengths of nine feet each adapted for 
bolting together, will enable the “ black spots” to be rapidly - 
spanned,

RAILWAYS AND ROADS IN THE EAST, 


The Times’ Calcutta correspondent writes :— 

“ Colonel Phayre, the Chief Commissioner, is anxious to make a sur- 
vey of Captain Sprye’s proposed route to Esmok, though all here scout 
the idea of a railway for the next half century. A road, however, would 
open up the Shan country. In Assam, Major Agnew has achieved an 
important feat; he has taken a small steamer up the Berhampooter, as 
far as Sudya, our utmost station, which cannot be more than 200 mi 
from the Yang-tse, where it enters China Proper. As we have just paci- 
fied the Jyntea savages on the hills to the south, and made engagements 
with the Keors, and other tribes who shut us out from the country be- 

nd, Ihave every hope that next cold season will see an altempt, the 
Frat since our surveyors were driven back, and two French priests were 
murdered, to penetrate by this route into. Eastern Tartary and China, 
Again, the subject of a road from Darjeeling to Lassa has been revived. 
The activity in tea planting is so marvellous that already the planters are 
crying out for room, and at Sudya the country is one mass of the finest 
limestone. 

“ More visionary to some than a railway to Esmok will seem the project 
broached by Russia and seriously entertained by English engincers, of 
connecting the Indian and Russian system of railway communication by 
the Oxus valley and the Caspian. If you take the map you will find that 
the swiftest and almost direct route between Calcutta and London is this— 
from Rancegunge to Buxar, there cross the Ga ge and through Oude 
and Rohilcund to Umballa, joining the Punjab Railway to Lahore. 
Thence a fine road leads to Peshawur, anda tunnel under the Indus at 
‘Attock is more than half bored. Leaving India on we go through the 
Khyber Pass, past Jellalabad and Cabul, through the Hindoo Koosh, and 
strike on the Oxus, following it as far as Khiva, whence there is the 

ordinary caravan route and wellsto the Caspian, where a Russian steamer 
waits us. Arrived at Astrakhan we shall find in a few years the St. 
Petersburg Railway completed by Sarats, on the Volga, to that c 
from Lemberg by Kiev to the same place. ‘The route is two days shorter 
than by the Euphrates Valley, or eight days in all from Calcutta 
to London. The only difficulty is between Peskawur and the Caspian, 
and the only engineering trouble would be the Hindoo Koosh. It will 
be more easy to make a railway in Central Asia than along the Ukran 
coast where Alexander's army perished, and where it is difficult to protect 
aline of telegraph, We do not expect to see the Euphrates Valley line 
go further than Bussorah for many years, any more than the Caspian line 
further than Astrakhan and Peshawur on cither side. Both I believe to 
be great world routes, which in time will be the chief means of transit 
between India and Europe. But, as the tendency of events is to check 
Russia in Europe, and propel its force in Asia, to the decided advantage 
of the latter, there can be little doubt that the project of the Caspian 
Railway will not be dropped. Russia has little chance of Constantinople, 
and is not inclined to see Turkey the highway to the East when there is a 
shorter route by her own provinces.” 























MAIL STEAM-PACKET SERVICE. 

There are now 130 Channel and ocean mail steamers subsidised by the 
British Goverament. The mail steam-packet service has been in exisience 
twenty years, and during that period about thirty packets have been wrecked, 
in which upwards of 2,000 perons lost their lives, and through which 
£3,000,000 worth of property was destroyed. Our channel and ocean 
mail steamers traverse nearly three million miles and carry a couple of 
millions of pasengers in the course of a year. Since the Atlantic has 
been crossed by steam twenty steamers (mail packets and others) hare 
been lost in that ocean. The most dreadful loss of an Atlantic steamer 
was that of the Austria by fire, in the middle of the ocean, with 
nearly 1,000 persons on board. The actual outlay for the service 
in the twelve months ending March Slst was £952,987, showing an in- 
crease of £40,981 on the previous year. ‘Tbe postal contracts for what 
may be termed the channel and coast service, including lines of steamers 
connecting with Calais and Oxtend, cost the Government in this time 
£109,847; the Cunard service, £174,840; British North America, West 
Indian Stations, £237,479; Central and South American, £56,433; 
‘West Coast of Africa, £30,000; Cape of Good Hope, £25,100; Point 
de Galle and Sydney, £76,486; Australia and New Zealand, £13,000; 
Alexandria, Ceylon, Calcutta, Hong Kong, and England, including a 
branch from Marseillesto Malta, £162,125; Aden and Bombay, £22,000; 
India, by alternate weekly communication to Bombay and Calcatia, for 
the conveyance of additional mails, £21,000; paid for the Peninsular 
Mail service, £15,500; Southampton and Alexandria, for the conveyance 
of additional mails, £5,000 ; China, to and from, for conveyance of addi- 
tional mails, £24,000. These special items do not include the moiety 
paid by the colonies in aid of the service ; there is also an allowance to 
Government agents on board the contract packet of £952,987. Home 
packet establishments, pensions, and contingencies raise, as stated above, 
the whole amount to £956,878. Deducting receipts from ocean postage, 
about £470,000 may be considered as expenditure for purely postal 
services. From July Ist of this year, a contract comes into operation 
with the Galway Packet Company for transmission of mails from Galway 
@ American ports involving an anaual outlay of £58,500. 

New Routes to THE Pactric.—The advices from Nicaragua received 
on the 14th inst, by the West India mail give some particulars of the pro- 
gress of the exploration just commenced by Captain Bedford Pim, R.N., 
with the view to establish a railway and steam transit from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Captain Pim arrived at Greytown from England on the 9th 
of April, and started on the 11th for Bluefields, accompanied by two civil 
engineers whom he had brought with him, where he obtained a large force 
of Indians and Creoles to cut a path through the woods. Returning with 
these men to Gorgon Bay, which be contemplates as the starting point of. 




















the line, he built a house as a general rendesvous, and stored it with 

visions under charge of a Rama chief. From Gorgon Bsy he took bis 
party about eight miles south to the Rama River, with the idea that its 
course might pass somewhere near his proposed route, and thus enable bim 
to start two parties from about the centre of his line, and so cut east end. 

He 
explored and made a survey of the river, and landed on the left bank about 
twenty miles from the sea, whence he started off two parties—one cutting 
through the forest easterly towardsthe Atlantic; the other westerly towards 
the Lake of Nicaragua, Each party consisted of fourteen men, headed. 
y accivil engineer. They commenced work on the 16th, and when Capt. 

‘im left on the morning of that day, each party had cut about a mile 
through the bush, with every prospect of running a line of levels right 
across by the end of the mouth, ‘The starting station, nearly midway, was 
only one hundred and twenty-seven feet abore the level of the sce, and. 
not a hill of any sort could be seen. It was considered, therefore, that 
there is every chance that the route will affsrd easy gradients from end to- 
ead. Each party was supplied with ncedful stores and provisions, and the 
weather was favourable. The Il condition of the Republic, how- 
ever, was as threatening and uncertain as possible.

THE TRADE OF THE PHILIPPINES, 
To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. 

Str,—Tho article on “ Our Trade with the Philippines,” in the 
London and China Teleyraph of 16th inst., is calculated to mis- 
lead many of your readers. Having resided some years in the 
Philippines, I will endeavour, with your kind permission, to 
rectify a few of the more important inaccuracies which struck 
me on perusing the article, . 

1. Mr. Loney, to whom much credit is due for his successful exertions 
in developing the trade of the Southern islands of the Philippine group, is 
Her Britannic Majesty's Vice-Consul at the free ports’ of Iloilo, it the 
island of Panay, not at Polillo, so often referred fo in the article. ““Pufiilo 
is a small, and, comparatively, unimportant island, situated off the cust 
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coast of Nueva Viscaya, a province of Luzon. It has little trade, and ex- 
ng sugar ; but it is evident to me that Iloilo is the port meant by the 
‘writer, whenever Polillo (probably by a typographical error) is mentioned. 
2. “ The export of sugar from Polillo (read Iloilo) last year was about 
220,000 tons." It would be nearer the mark to say 120,000 piculs, which 
was about the actual quantity, equal to 7,500 tons. The total export of 
sugar from the Philippines Test’ ear was the largest ever known, amount 
ing to 1,267,425 piculs, equal to 79,214 tons, and it was distributed as 
follows, viz. -—

‘ FRANCE, 

The elections.absorb the public mind ; no other news has a 
chance of exciting interest along with them. The principal 
feature’ in the electoral movement of 1863 is the part taken 
in it by all parties, which imparts to it truly the character of a 
political reviyal. The ancients of political life are again drawn 
into the.circlefof action by the prospect of discussions in the 
Palais-Bourbon. . The young generation, comprising those who 
were at the age of twenty in 1848, is not acquainted with old 
parties, and intends to make the most of the present, as 
well as to show that they are not inferior to those who occupied 
the stage before them. Both young and old, therefore, throw 
themselves into the political arena—Thiers, Berryer, Marie, 
Odilon, Barrot, Montalembert, Lasteyrie, Prevost, Paradol, 
Weiss, Floquet. The three last, together with a few ob- 
scure names, represent only the new generation. Since 1852 
politioal activity has been torpid in France. In 1857 
it again timidly reared its head in the persons of the Five, 
but only to-day does it seem ready to claim its old power. It 
is remarkable that in the midst of the electoral agitation new 
names are not nearly so numerous or important as old. The 
fact that M. Thiers has come forward as a candidate excites the 
keenest interest, especially as M. de Persigny, the Minister of 
the Interior, is doing his utmost to prevent his election, It 
has been truly said that Persigny has so paraded and over- 
acted the interference of the Government that he has made the 
candidates whom it supports contemptible, and those whom 
it opposes really formidable. ‘ 

One of the principal events of the day at Paris is a fresh attack 
of M. de Persiguy on the liberty of free discussion by the press. 
To the astonishment of all, the Home Minister in the present 
instance has launched his bolt at one of the Government's ear- 
uest supporters, La France, the charge against the journal 
being that “in affecting to express the secret thoughts of the 
Government daily, but specially in the article incriminated, it 
distorts and disguises its policy in the elections, so as to mis- 
lead public opinion.” 

The Parisian press has been thrown into a state of great ex- 
citement by the appearance of a despatch from the Turkish 
Government on the subject of the Isthmus of Suez Canal. 
The document, which is published in the Courrier du 
Dimanche, condemns the scheme in the strongest terms. 
It states that no Government at all solicitous of its honour 
or independence can countenance a scheme of the kind, 
which would place all the important points on the Syrian fron- 
tier in the hands of a foreign Power ; and denounces the con- 
duct of M. de Lesseps, whom it describes as having “snatched 
50,000 men forcibly from the bosoms of their families to em- 
ploy them on the work of his canal.” For these reasons the 
Sultan sets his face against the continuance of the works until 
certain conditions regarding the “ concession of lands,” “ the 
neutrality of the canal,” and the “abolition of forced labour” 
are satisfactorily settled, and then the other conditions “ may be 
taken into consideration.” Such a heavy blow against the pet 
project of the French Government and people cannot fail to 
produce a great sensation, and is not likely to be quietly 
received by the Government. . : 

The Moniteur del’ Armée publishes some interesting news 
from China to the 31st of March, Prince Kung, yielding to 
the repeated recommendation of the European representatives, 
had resolved to reorganise the Chinese army. That army, 
which according to official reports should consist of 1,000,000 
infantry and 800,000 cavalry, has not one-tenth of the number 
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wmler wma. It is composed of Tartar troops extinsively 
employed in the guard of the Eisperer’s person and in the 
defence of the principal ‘towns. - These troops are, moreover, 
badly atmed, badly officered, badly organised, and devoid of all 
military enthusiasm, They are quite i of resisting the 
Taipings, who would have } themselves of Peking long 
since had it not been for the European troops, ce Kung, 
perceiving at length that such a state of things cannot longer 
be continued, and being ‘confirmed in that ‘belief ky the

THE ANGLO-CHINESE PROTECTORATE. 

Tr is unfortunate that the Empire of China is so far from our 
own shores. The distance serves to mystify the policy which 
‘we are pursuing in that country ; it serves also to make many 
Englishmen quite unconcerned as to the ultimate result of that 
policy. The news that reaches us mail after mail of assaults 
upon the rebels, of successes or reverses, of the loss of life and 
destruction of property, is all regarded as a matter of course 
since a chronic state of warfare is the normal condition of 
China, and the vocation of Englishmen in that Empire is either 
to make war or to make money. The country squire, blessed, 
it may be, with a wild soldier-son, is glad to think that he is em- 

loyed on active service in the Far East. He knows, indeed, that 

1t is difficult to reap honour in that field, but emolument is more 
easily gained, and sometimes more keenly appreciated. Loot 
and war go hand in hand, and you cannot have the advantage 
of the one without the annoyance of the other. The country 
gentleman to whom we have alluding, is indeed interested 
in China news, but only so far as it pertains to his son ; he is 
the representative of a comparatively small class in this country. 
A far wider interest is represented by the mercantile community, 
and it is probably to our merchants alone that we must look for 
a clear comprehension of Anglo-Chinese politics. But we 
repeat again, that the nation at large, and even the states- 
men of the country, evince little more than a benevolent 
curiosity in the condition of the Celestial Empire. - They 
“think, no doubt, that it would be well for Joun Caina- 
-MAN to possess the civilisation of Joun Buxn, and they 
believe it is as much for his advantage to own the superiority of 
Englishmen, as it is for ours to enforce it. But so Tong as tea 
and silk are abundant, and commerce is comparatively unim- 
peded, they do not much care whether we back the Imperialists 
inst the Taipings, or preserve a distinctly neutral policy. 
low true this assertion, is may be seen by the indifference with 
which a debate on China is regarded in the House of Commons. 
No matter whether Mr. Lippext were right or wrong in his 
Fecent statements and arguments with regard to British policy 
in China, the responsibility of our position there and the mighty 
interests at stake, ought surely to have brought together a full 
House. The question he p to discuss was one of national 
importance, yet the representatives of the nation showed that 
they were disposed to leave it in the hands of the Government, 
an i thus virtually to sanction all that has been or will be done 
ry it. 

We have watched with no small interest the fluctuations of 
Farl Russzxt’s policy with regard to the intestine struggle 
mow raging in China, and how a declaration of absolute 
neutrality one year has changed to a policy of active inter- 
ference in the next. The thirty-mile radius plan did not 
seem to us to annul the declaration of neutrality we had pre- 
viously made to the Taipings, since Earl Russet, in approving 
the pro) , gave Sir Frepeeick Bruce to understand, 
“that Her Masgstry’s Government do not wish force to be used 

“ against the rebels in any case except for the actual protection 

“ of the lives and property of British subjects,” and that “ it 

“‘ would be ‘contrary to the wishes and instructions of Her 
*- “ Maggstr's Government if any of Her Mazesty’s vaval, military, 
* or civil authorities were to sanction any general interference in 
“ the hostilities carried on between the Imperial Government 
“and the Taipings.” But « few short months have entirely

changed our position.in China, We have embarked on a great 
enterprise, the issue of which it is impossible to foresee. Govern- 
ment has permitted English officers to serve.undex. the Emperor 
of Cina; the Foreign Enlistment Act is repealed in their 
favour, and although the old declaration of neutrality has not 
been withdrawn, there can be no doubt that we are in reality at 
war with the Taipings. Right or wrong, for ultimate evil or for 
good, this is the true condition of affairs; but until Mr. Lippe, 
brought the subject before the House it had not been discussed 
in Parliament. In the earlier part of bis speech, indeed, Mr. 
TappeELL traversed ground which has been several times 
trodden before, but at the close he referred to Captain SHzRaRD 
Ospoen’s expedition. ‘For what,” he said, “ was this mag- 
“ nificent expedition designed? Was it to control the acts of 
“ the Chinese Navy, which Mr. Bauce described as manned b: 
“ pirates armed with Imperial authority? He would not a 

“‘ why it was that the Foreign Enlistment Act which was carried 
“ into effect against honest English traders with a rigour that 
“ was offensive to the majority of the English people, should be 
“ set aside in favour of the Emperor of Cu1na? Here we had « 
“ most distinguished officer going out to aid a foreign Power, 
: anal relieved from the consequences of the Foreign Balistment 

ct.” 

If ever any point in our Foreign Policy demanded full in- 
vestigation and discussion, the subject thus alluded to by Mr. 
Lrppgi. demanded it, yet the debate appeared to excite little 
interest, and it seemed as though Mr. Laragp was glad 
to make use of a Parliamentary subterfuge in order to avoid 
a reply. He has however since repudiated-.avy intention 
of this kind, but we need not wonder that the few mem- 
bers present, who were really alive to the urgency of the 
subject, should have denounced the silence of ithe Under 
Secretary. Mr. Coppgn, whose opinions on China matters we 
are°very far from accepting, said truly that “ our relations with 
“ China, whether viewed iu connexion with our commerce, or as 
“a great political question, or in reference to the interests of the 
“ mass of the people, was one of the gravest and most important 
“ questions that could be submitted to Parliament.” Mr. H. 
Seymour observed that “ Government was bound to give some 
“ explanations on these weighty matters,” and Lord Naas, after 
observing that his thirteen years’ experiencein the House furnished 
him with no precedent for the conduct of the Government that 
evening, gave notice, which he has since repeated, that he will 
shortly call the attention of the House once more to the subject. 
We are glad to learn that one more opportunity will thus be 
afforded for a thorough investigation of our present position and 
policy in China, and we trust that the apathy of the public and 
the corresponding apathy of honourable members, will not pre- 
vent Lord Naas from gaining tht ear of the House.and extract- 
ing from the Government a full explanation of the course they 
have recently adopted. 


“THE TIMES” ON THE LAST CHINA DEBATE. 

Ix a leading article, which we insert elsewhere, devoted to 
areview of Mr. LippELt’s speech, The Times finds fault with 
that gentleman for asking useless questions, for, reiterating 
time-worn statements, and for indulging “the pleasant illusion 
“ that it is possible at any time to re-open a political question, 
“and start afresh upon so entirely new a basis as to be completely 
“ exonerated from all the obligations of the previous course.” 
According to the leading journal, it is foolish to dilate on what is 
past, in considering our present relations with China, and unless 
we can give an infallible prescription for China difficulties, they 
had better not be discussed at all. ‘ What are we to do?” says 
the writer, “ we are quite ready to admit that we are miserable 
“ sinners—we do that every Sunday—but what ate we to do 
“other than what we are doing in the matter’ of China?” 
And again he says—‘ The question always is, ‘ What are we to 
“do? Unless Mr. Lippett, or Mr. Batitie, or Mr. Copspew 
“ was prepared to answer that simple question, we cannot share 
“ their disappointment that Mr. Lrppsit’s motion was simply 
“ negatived without a word of reply.” s 

The whole point of The Times’ article centres on this query, 
and we maintain that there is a gross fallacy in such a line of 
argument. We are not going to take up the cudgels indiscri- 
minately for Mr, LipDELL, whose views on British relations with 
China differ in many respects from our own; but we venture to 
affirm that the “simple question ” thus propounded is not the 
only question or the first question to which ‘an atiswer is required. 
The English nation does not merely ask wliat wé are to do in 
China, but demands, with the member for Northumberland, a fall 
statement from the Government of what we are now doing in 
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‘that empire, and why we are acting as we are? The explanation 
looked for by the country may prove, indeed, that the course we 
ave pursuing is the only one open to us; it may prove that a 
Beitish protectorate will be as advantageous to us as to the 
Chinese, that an Anglo-Chinese fleet and army cannot, whether 
successful or otherwise, produce any disastrous complications, 
that a dircct war with the Taipings to which this and other 
aggressive movements on out part virtually amount, will be no 
impediment to trade; or, lastly, the explanation may even show 


“that despite nll appearances to the contrary we are still main- 


taining a strictly neutral attitude. Who can say what may or 
may not be demonstrated by a Government statement ? 

Mc. Livpex, in asking for such an explanation with 
regard to British policy in China, was naturally led to re- 
view our past conduct in that country. he Times indeed 
affects to regard such a review as irre'evant; but how, in 
the name of wonder, can we estimate the worth of any 
line of policy unless we are fully conversant with the events 
which have led to its adoption? It needs no prophet to tell 
‘us that our policy in China ten years hence will be intimately 
ependent on the measures adopted at this time by Lord Par- 
measton’s Government. The Times does not attempt to 
defend or to oppose those measures, but argues that we have 
been fed on step by step to our present position in China—a 
truism which no one will deny—and that it is vain to discuss 
how we arrived at if,—which is by no means so evident a pro- 
position. On the contrary, we hold that this subject is one 
which demands the fullest possible discussion, and that the 
infraction of an Act of Parliament, and the inauguration of a 
mew, and perhaps an expensive and perilous policy in China, 
should not be accomplished without: being deliberately reviewed 
in Parliament and receiving the-sanction of the House. 


THE BISHOP OF LABUAN. 

Most of our readers are acquainted with the charges made 
against the diocesan of the Borneo Mission by Mr. Spenser 
Sr. Joan. They have been discussed in these columus, and 
both here and elsewhere have, as we think, been fully dis- 
proved.® Mr. Sr. Joun’s bold assertion that the overbearing 
conduet of the Bishop has been the real cause of the defection 
of the clergy, and the failure, complete or partial, of the mission, 
has not, as far as we are aware, been sustained by a single testi- 
mony from the men to whom he soconfidently appeals. Mr. Sr. 
Joxx will not believe that certain of the missionaries left the 
amission ficld for the reasons they assigned. It would be igno- 
minious, he asserts, for clergymen to desert their posts on 
account of ill-health, or insecurity to life; and he adds that if 
‘the Bishop’s statements be correct, his clergy “ lightly under- 
dertook duties which they as lightly abandoned.” | Among 
other gentlemen referred to in Mr. St. Joun’s “ Vindication,” 
he mentions “three St. Augustine's men,” and says that their 
testimony as to the character of the Bishop “ will be conclusive 
evidence when called for in the cause of justice.” One of these 
gentlemen—the Rev. Wa. Hackett—has, we are glad to see, 
voluntarily come forward in answer to Mr. St. Jonn’s challenge, 
and by quotations from letters written by the other two, who 
are uow in Australia, as well as by his own statements, he 

wes that Sr. Joun’s assertions with regard to Dr. 

[cDoveat's conduct to his clergy, are ulterly without founda- 
tion. Ina letter to the Straits Times, dated March 26, Mr. 
Hacker says that if Mr. Sr. Joun had taken the trouble to 
ascertain the facts in the cases to which he refers, “ he would 
“have spared himsclf the humiliation of having his words flatly 
“denied ;” and then gives in detail the causes, forcible enough 
fn all truth, which led to the removal of the three St. 
Augustinians from Sarawak. Mr.’ Hackett testifies also to 
the uniform kindness, consideration, and friendship which he 
“experienced at Dr. McDoucat’s band,” aud expresses his 
regret that Mr. St. Jouw “should have allowed his vindictive 
“feelings to have gained such an ascendancy over him, as to 
“ make him so utterley regardless of truth, and in euch sweeping 
“language to condemn as untruthful a large body of clergymen, 
with their Bishop at the head of them.” 

_. It happens, unfortunately, that Dr. McDovaat’s muscular 
tendencies on board the Rainbow, and his letter to Zhe Times 
describing that engagement with the pirates, are mixed up in 
seme people’s minds with Mr. St. Joun’s charges. But these 
matters are perfectly distinct; and it is quite possible to ques- 
tion the wisdom of Dr. McDoveat’s ‘conduct in a diffi- 
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cult and peculiar position, which was far beyond the range 
of common episcopal experience, and yet, at the same time, to 
give him the full gredit to which he szems to be entitled, as an 
earnest, devoted, missionary Bishop.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Tw the month of November last we stated that negotiations 
had been renewed between the Indian and Colonial-offices for 
the transfer of the Straits Settlements. The matter moves 
slowly, but still it may be said that there is progress, and very 
recently a deputation of the merchants of Singapore, headed 
by Mr. Crawgunp, had an interview with the Duke of New- 
caste on the subject. The great difficulty which has hitherto 
stopped the way is, as we bave before stated, the financial one, 
but it is believed by many that the joint revenues of the three 
Settlements, which amount to £130,000, are sufficient to 
corer every charge, civil and military.

Personal Narrative of Three Years’ Service in China, By Lieut.- 
Colonel Fisaer, C.B., Royal Engineers. Richard Bentley. 
CoroygL Fisner states that this valume has no claim to be 
regarded as a history, but that it is simply a narrative of his 
own personal experience. But althongh not history in the 
strict sense of the term, a book like this will always prove of 
great service to the historian, The author is cvideutly a shrewd 
observer and a truthful narrator. While doing his work as an 
engineer officer no trifle seems to have escaped his notice, and 
the record of what he did and saw forms an admirable addition 
to the literature which has. sprung out of the war in China. 
The volume commenées with the capture of Canton in 1857. 
Colonel Fisher’s experience of the. alliance does uot secm to 
have been favourable. He rétiarks that it makes you look out 
very sharply for yourself, and,-tells us how one morning he 
observed a French marine inscribing on the doors of the 
houses, in letters a foot high, “Magazine Francais No. 
1,” “Magazine Frangais No. 2,” and so on, The Colonel 
knew that the subject of appropriation had not been 
discussed, and adds, “So I got a piece of chalk and marked 
all the others as ‘ British Military Stores,’ and as my chalk was 
more expeditiously used than his paint, I got the best of it.” 
It is now clearly ascertained that the common people in Japan, 
unless goaded on by their officials, are not at all unfriendly to 
foreigners, and Mr. Fortune's experience in that country, where 
he ever found the children his warm friends, agrees with that of 
Colonel Fisher in China. ‘“ My test,” he says, “was the be- 
haviour of the little children, old cnough to understand their 
parents’ conversation, but too young to be such adepts in dis- 
simulation, or have auch power of self-command as to exhibit 
towards us the utmost confidence ; little children would let me 
take them out of their father’s arms, as I rode down the street, 
and enjoyed a ride with me as much as if I had been their best 
friend.” But3the Colonel knew the art of winning over pareats, 
whom we'suspect have the same weakness all the world over. “I 
used to like going into the cottages sometimes, to visit or ‘chin 
chin ’ the country people, who invariably brought out.tea; to take 
notice of the baby was the sure way to make youréelf popular, 
and at tho expeuse of patting its check you might establish a great 
reputation in the village.” Wherever our author went he seems 
to have been equally fortunate, and so his opinion of “John 
Chinaman” is by no means unfavourable. “TI really believe,” 
he observes, “that the occupation of Canton must have had an 
immense effect on the feeliugs of the Chinese towards us. 
Many and many of the prejudices and false ideas arising from 
ignorance and the wilful misrepresentations of their officials 
must have been swept away ;” aud again :—“ So just and firm 
was the rule of the Allies, so consistent were they in their 
policy, and so anxious to support the mative anthorities in all 
their righteous dealings, that the lesson cannot have been lost 
on & people so observant as the Chinese.” 
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Colonel Fisher's narrative of the unfortunate attaek on the 
Pei-ho forts is the most graphic wo have yat mot with, After 
the squadron sailed south he was ordered to-remain and survey 
the coast—which be accomplished with great difficulty and by 
a number of skilful manceuvres—to the extent of about a hun- 
dred and fifty miles. The account of this expedition, full as it 
is of curious incidents and amusing details, forms a valuable 
portion of the “Narrative.” Considerable interest too attaches 
to Colonel Fisher’s account of the landing at Pehtang, of the 
expture of Tungkoo, and of the difficult engineering operations 
which he so successfully accomplished. We do not wonder 
that his health broke down under the excessive labour. On. 
the very day that his company was ordered to march to Peking, 
Colonel Fisher was sent down to the hospital-ship Mauritius, 
from whence, after two weary months, he received permission 
to return to England. 

Our space has only permitted us to glance at a work which 
contains much information which is likely to prove of perma- 
nent interest, and merits no small mceed of praise. But we 
have said enuugh to attract the attention of our readers to the 
volume itself.

It is that 
the Chinese Government has lost all eredit with the people; that the latter 
look to us to’ defend life and property ; that the Taipings, without any 
Government of a sort that we could have relations ind without the 
least guarantee fer order or humanity, are committing terrible ravages, 
‘and threatening our position in a most alarming manner; and that they 
are regarded with very natural horror by the timid populations who have 
gathered under our guns. In this case we stand on our defence, and only 
‘add such a moderate amount of aggressive operations as a besieged city 
finds necessary in order to compel the besiegers to keep at a distance, and 
not court a collision, Let us suppose the worst that could possibly happen 
in China. ‘That worst, just now, would be the overthrow of the Imperial 
Government, and with it the British Protectorate, and the entire Anglo- 
Chinese system which Mr, Liddell deprecates, What, then, if we were to 
hear, some early day, of @ universal calamity, differing only from the 
Indian Mutiny in its completeness, the free ports destroyed, the Europeans 
massacred, and the Taipings masters of every foot of ground and every life 
in that part of China now in question? We should naturally begin to 
accuse ourselves, and we shou!d find the proper topics in Mr. Liddell's 
speech, We have done there as our fathers did in India. We have 
mixed war and commerce; we hare entered as traders, and held our 
ground by arms; we hare encouraged smuggling aad given occasions to 
rebellion ; under our shelter all sorts of irregular practices have grown up, 
with that impunity which arises from the certainty that we shall side with the 
breaker of the law against the enforcer of it; we have impoverished China, 
without enriching ourselves; we pay in armaments more than we receive 
‘in compensativn on any other head. All this may be said; all has been 
said a thousand times; ‘all bas seme trath in would be thundered 
on our heads with bitter force in the day of ity and rebuke. But 
even supposing that we are ready to go out into the wilderness, to sit under 


















Mr. Liddell, ia sackcloth snd ashes, what are we todo? We are quite | 





ready to admit that we are miserable sinners—we do that every Sunday— 
but what are we to do other than what we are doing in the matter of 
China? This is just what Mr. Liddell does not tell us. He does not 
urge Government to prevent Captain Sherard Osborn from sailing, and to 
disavow the Anglo-Chinese force. He doesnot maintain that our merchants 
areto coafine themselves to their own factorics, and wait to see how 
scrupulously the. Taipings will discriminate between Europeans and 
Chinese Imperialists, as each city successively falls into their hands. He 
docs not advise us te tell the population of China that we think the Tai- 
pings have a good deal to say for themselves, and will, therefore, let them 
do as they please, It avails not to allege that on the showing of history 
we have weakened the Government of China, and v0 led to a general dis- 
regard of its authority. ‘The present state of the case is what we have to 
deal with, andif the Chinese authorities cannot prevent the disorders 


which Mr. Liddel) remarks upon, neither can we, ualess, indeed, wo inter- H 


fere even more in the affairs of China, undertake even more of her 
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domestic management, and give her Government even more of our 
dangerous and insincere protection. Will Mr. Liddell just consider that 
lamentation is not legislation, amd that effects may be traced to causes with- 
out being thereby cured? There isa great deal to complain of in oar 
own country, and mach of it may be traced to canses ly seated in ear 

i le Bat to refer social maladies and political difficalties to the 
conquest of England by William the Norman and of Ireland by Her 
IL., to the Reformation and the Revolution, to the wars of the last mf 
the present century, and to our vast Indian and al Eropire, 
very interesting to the historical studerit, can hardly affect the drawing ip 
of one sing’e Act of Parliament or vote of public money. The ques'ion 
always is— What are we to do? Unless Mr. Liddell, or Mr. Baillie, or Mr. 
Cobden was prepared to answer that simple question, we cannot share 
their disappointment that Mr. Liddell’s motion last night was simply 
negatived-without a word of reply.

«What are we to do?” is the old excuse for mischief or idleness, “It 
can’t be helped” bas ruined fortunes andempires, Yet this is the apology 
bolstered up for our pernicious meddling in Chinese affairs. We areim 
it, and we must go on or be drowned.“ What can we do?” said Minis 
ters to themselves on Friday evening. “ What can we do?’ echoed our 
leading contemporary on Saturday morning. “ What ean we do 2” is the 
plea of every incompetent in the country. Mr. Liddell, on due notice, 
had addressed a most able and luminous statement of our relations with 
China to the House and Government in order to elicit a clear and emphatic 
opinion on the policy we are pursuing in that distant country. Th ex- 
position necessarily given implicated the Cabinet in a serics of mensores 
calculated to involve this kingdom in evils from which it will be ia 
possible to extricate itself without an immense expenditure of blood and 
treasure. There was a weighty censure on the Government most forcibly 

roven. But how did Ministers meet it? Ry helpless and indecent silence. 
What were they todo? ‘They could not answer, and they remained rmute. 
All our recent transactions in China are errors. The opening of the 
Yangtse river is an admitted mistake. It afforded vast facilities to the 
rebels; it filled the stream with pirates of every nation, most of them 
under the command of desperate and lawless European sailors. This was 
the result of attempting to open 600 tiles of river to trade during the 
height of a barbarous civil war, carried on with the most inbumse 
atrocities on all si ‘The consequence is the utter confusion of aay 
legitimate protection to commerce. Imperial authority is set at 
defiance. The customs dues are abandoned, the rebels are supplied with 
the munitions of war, and our people are continually brought into collision 
with them. We had engaged to protcet property and life within a radius 
of thirty miles of the treaty ports, and to effect this we are forced to be 
ever sword in hand against the encroaching and victorious Taipings. Few 
all this the British taxpayer bas to pay. The nation, too, has to suffer im 
character. What are foreiguers to think of that neutrality which expends 
a fall million or more a year in meddling ia the affairs of China, in comit 
between an oppressed people and their declared resolves, and which wil 
only afford a sneering and callous look at the monstrous atrocities which 
are fast reducing the United States to a desert? Lord Palmerston openly 
declared a few nights ago in the House of Commons, that “it is not ftiag. 
for one foreign nation to interfere in the internal affairs of another.” 
‘Where is the noble Lord's consistency ? The excuse of ‘ What can we 
do?" will not avail, and ought not, here. Our course is cle: Let os 
abstain from intervention. Let Captaia Osbom's expedition be dit- 
countenaced. Let os pocket the millions we are wasting in idle attempts 
to protect a trade which must run risks 80 long as a fierce civil war prevaila, 
‘This may not be.a satisfactory course, but, at all events, it is better tha 
the expensive and ruinous one now pursued, and in the end will leave us 
every way gainers.

From the manner in which the Government dealt with the question 
‘raised by Mr. Liddell, relative to our policy in China, it would appear that 
‘neither Lord Palmerston nor Mr. Layard, who were the only Ministers 
‘present on the occasion, was prepared to enter into a defence of the extra- 
Ordinary inconsistency which has marked our proceedings in that country. 
The Ministry originally started with the determination to have nothing 
whatever to do with the contest which is now going on between the ‘Tae- 
Binge and the Imperialist. We were to preserve the strictest neutrality, 
to remain perfectly contented so long as we could keep clear of the 
complications around us, and defend our interests from injury or attack at 
the several treaty ports. Instead, however, of having maintained that most 
satisfactory position, we now find ourselves actually engaged on the side of 
the Emperor of China in carrying on a war against the Taepings, who 
have not only rever given us the least offence, but who, on the contrary, 
have shown the utmost desire and solicitude to live on terms of and 
amity with us. It is not to be wondered at, then, that the Government 
endeavoured to shelve a discussion from which they had so little to hope, 
and so muth to fear. Their unprecedented conduct, however, cannot be 
‘attended by any good results. On the contrary, it has already done them 
‘the greatest injury. ft has gone forth to the country, by the clearest of 
all proofs, that the policy which the Ministry have been pursuing in China 
is 10 injudicious and inconsistent in its character, and so full of danger in 
its tendency, that it could not be defended ‘on the spur of the moment,” 
‘but that time was required in order to concoct a defence of what must ap- 
‘pear to all tmpartial people to be a most crooked, unwise, and unprece- 

dented course of action.

‘The Administration bes, for peace and war in distant parts, substantially 
all the powers of a despotism, amd can commit the nation to the most 
desperate adventures, through mere whim, caprice, or apathy. In the 

And later on, 
when the facts begin to creep out, the question, “* What are we to do now 
We are in this quarrel ?” is sufficient to werd off any really judicious in- 
vestigation, and to prevent the retracing of any steps that have Leen taken.

Tue Cainese Exrgortion.—Captain Sherard Osborn, C.B., has 
engaged his passage by the mail of 4th June from Southampton, together 
with Messrs. Collins and Chapman, both Royal Navy, who are to act as 
secretary and storekeeper. The Kwangtung, not'eed in our Inet, has been 
despatched from Falmouth under command of Captain Allen Young. The 
Kwangtung is an iron paddle wheel steamer of the following dimensions : 

— Length, 186.0; width, 24.0; depth of hold, 12.8; tonnage, builders’ 
measure, 522'tons. She is constructed entirely of iron, having her bul- 
warks of this material; and her sides, for the whdle length of engines, 
boilers, and magazines, are of an extra thickness. She is divided into 
numerous cont}artments by iron water-tight bulkheads, and her bow is 
made particularly strong, with & projection below the water which will servo 
wsaram. Her decks and all the deck-fittings are of teak, andthe whole 
of them are‘carried out'as in Her Majesty's vessels of this class. She is 
rigned asa brig, and is heavily sparred for the voyage out to China. The 
draught of ‘water on trial was 10.4, but when at work in China it will not 
be more than from 9.6 to 9.9, as she had on board a large extra amount of 
stores and coal. for seven or eight days’ steaming at full power. ‘The speed - 
at half boiler power, and working most economically, was about seven 
knots per hour, the engizes making eighteen revolutions. Ererrthing 
throughout, in both ship and machinery, worked most satisfactorily; 
‘Commodore Osborn e: to the Messrs. Laird how he was at 
the efficient and liberal manner in which they had completed their contract 
with the Chinese Government. Apart from this trial, which was what 
might be considered the seaman’s trial-of the Kwangtang, there had been 
‘a prior one for the satisfaction of the builders, similar to the ordinary trials 
off Her Majesty's ships, ‘The Kwangtung then realised a mean speed Of 
‘over thirteen knots per hour, the engines making: thirty-six to thirty-seven 
revolutions, with an indicaied, power of 700 hott ie. tk é 

Field-Marshal Clyde is rapidly recovering the illness under 
which he has been suffering, which, though severe, was happily not of 
the critical character that might have been inferred from reports. 

Lieutenant-General ‘Wearing, of the Royal Marines ‘Light Infantry, 
died on the 19th inst. This casualty will ad ance Colonel Thomas 
Holloway, C.U., now Colonel-Commandant et Plymouth, to the rank 
of Major-General, who will be succeeded by Colonel John H. Gascoigne,

Her Majesty's ship Leander has been compelied to to Ports- 
mouth Harbour for repairs. This fact does not augur well for her useful- 
ness as senior officer's ship in that distant quarter, the southern division of 
the Pacific. The Leander only left the Nore on the 17th inst., aud in 
four days she has been to a'vertain extent put Aors de combat. . 

Admirals Sir Thomas Jobn Cochrane, G.C.B., and Sir George 
Francis Seymour, G.C. B., have been appointed Vice-Admiral and Rear- 
Admiral of the United Kingdom. 

‘The post of Aide-de-Camp to Her Majesty, attached to the Royal 
Marine forces, is placed at the disposal of the First Lord of the Admiralty 
by the promotion of Colonel Holloway, C. B. 

The Swedish screw corvette Lagerbjelke, Herkepe, arrived at 
Spithead, from the Cape of Good Hope and St. Helens, sailing from the 
Cape anthe 10th of Afarch and St. Helena on the 25th. Easterly winds 
and fine weather were experienced throughout the voyage until yesterday, 
when a strong westerly gale was fallen in with: ‘The Lagerbjelke on 
anchoring exchanged salutes with Her Majesty's ships Victory aad Edgar, 
and with the saluting battery of the garri “ 

The screw steam guavessel Snake, 4, Commander John Moresby, which 
arrived in Plymouth Sound on the 19th, Feft Hong Kong January 26, the 
Cape of Good Hope March 31, St. Helena April 11, and Ascension 
April 18; she crossed the Line April 23, and touched at St. Vincent May 
2. The Snake experienced fine weather from Hong Kong until the 
evening of the 19th inst., when about 40 miles south of the Lizard. 
There, in a heavy squall from N.E. by E., a sea struck her on the port 
side abaft the maiamast and washed away about 20 feet of the, bulwarks, 
At the same time, the cutter was washed away from the crutches and fell 
on Lieut. Henry C. Streeten, who was tating shelter under the bulwarks 
on the weather side, amd crushed him to death. The eocoad master, Mr. 
Samael M. Spry, was injured. Se oe 

The launch of an iron-cased vewel, built for the Russian service from 
a Russian design, took place at the Thames Iron Works and. Shipbuilding 
“Yard, Blackwall. “She is named the Pervenetz, or “ Firatling,” and she 
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is the first iron-clad ship in the Russian nary ‘That Government appears 
to have made a good start in her design, To take only one of her quali- 
ties—she draws fourteen feet water, which is lighter than any ship in the 
English iron-cased fleet except the Enterprise, and she is only one-third 
the size. The nearest to her in size is the Royal Sovereign, now 
converting on Cowper Coles’ principle, but she is calculated to draw 
twenty-two fect of water. It will be seen, therefore, that the Russian de- 
signer has shown great skill in his plans.

remarked that he thought the frequent debates on subjects of foreign 
Policy were not particularly conducive to the credit of the House, as such 
debates were likely to draw the country into war.—Lord R. Cectt quite 
agreed with what bad fallen from his hon. friend as to the danger of de- 
parting from a policy of non-intervention, but certainly the speech of his 
hon, friend the member for Northumberland (Mr. Liddell), which was 
intended to prevent the Government from taking the part of the Tartar 
dynasty in China, and involving this country in boundless complications 
in that distant land, could have no such tendency. With respect to the 
China debate, the Under-Secretary had mistaken the facts. He gave the 
Houte to understand that be was obliged to abstain from speaking at that 
time in order that he might speak afterwards.—Mr. Layanp, said that he 
had acknowledged that he was mistaken.—Lord R. Cect.: The, hon. 
gentleman said that he was prepared to speak, and that he took notes. He 
was not wanted to take notes, but to speak. He sat still on the bench, 
looking exceedingly indignant at all the charges which were made, but 
when the Speaker put the question he did not interfere, but allowed the 
debate to fall off. He was sure that the Government would reap no 
advantage from this, the most discourteous Proceeding to a private member 
that he could remember.—Mr. M. Mines did not think there had been 
any intentional discourtesy on the part of Her Majesty's Government on 
the evening of the China debate, for he could not conceive, what possible 
advantage was to be expected from such a course. 
THE CHINA WAR. 

(19th.) Sir S. Nontucore asked the @hancellor of the Exchequer 
whether it was the intention of the Government to surrender into the 
Exchequer the balance of £526,100 remaining unissued from the vote of 
credit for the China war.—The Cuancettor of the EXcHEQuen replied 
that the time had not yet come when it would be practicable to make & 
surrender of the balance referred to by his bon. friend. 

(19th.) Lord Naas asked the Secretary of State for the Home Departe 
ment how many licences had been issued under the royal sign manual 
granting permission to British officers to enter the service of the Emperor of 
China, and to fit out and equip vessels for the Chinese Government, in 
consequence of the request made by the Under-Secretary of State to Mr. 
Clive, in his letter dated the 30th July, 1862.—Sir G. Grey replied that 
there had been two applications, and the licences were prepared, but no 
licences had ever been issued after the date of the letter referred to. Those 
for whom the licences were made out did not avail themselves of them, and 
an order in Council was afterwards prepared declaring the licence to be 
unnecessary.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA. 

The negotiations between the Porte and Her Majesty's 
Government for a telegraphic service to India, via Bagdad and 
tho Persian Gulf, have been concluded, and a convention on 
the subject signed during the past weck. In the prospect of 
this, Mr. Mausficld, commissioner in Scinde, bas arrived in 
Bagdad, to superintend, in concert with Col. Kemball, the fiual 
arrangements for the service ; and orders have also been for- 
warded to tho Porte’s engincers, to hasten the completion of 
the lino between the latter town and Bussorah. As the whole 
of the wire and most of the posts are already on the ground, 
there is reason to hope that this may be accomplished before 
the suramer sets in. ‘ 

The charter of the Tweed (late Punjaub), and Assaye, to convey 
the submarine portion of the line from England, was noticed in 
our last, The Marian Moore and Kirkham have also been 
engaged. It is intended to despatch these vessels with the 
cable (which is the thickest ono yet manufactured) about the 
middle of July, and if success atteud the laying, the whole line 
will be complete from London to Kurrachee by theend of the 

ear, 
The half-yealy report of the directors of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company will recoramend the usual dividend of 3} per 
cent., and an additional payment of 14 per cent. 

Tho directors of the Oriental Tea Company (Limited): have 
notified that, difficulties having arisen as to the completion of 
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the purchase of the estates referred to in the prospectus of the 
company, they have resolved to return the deposits in full. 
At the same time it is intimated, that they “hope still to make 
arrangements for the purchase of the estates, which they are in- 
formed are more extensive, by 250 acres of tea plant, than the 
quantity originally stated in the prospectus, and on which the 
purchase-money was calculated.” 

Mr, Philip Anstruther, the deputy-chairman of the Bank of 
Egypt and Metropolitan and Provincial Bank, late Colonial 
Secretary at Ceylon, died on the 22nd inst.

that is the loss which you are aware we sustained at Hong Kong. “The 
directors, | assure you, caused the strictest inquiry to be made into all the 
circumstances of the case, and the result has beet to soit our manager 
there of all blame jn the matter.
